Claim 2 0 has been amended to 
be in independent format, and the remaining claims are now 
dependent on claim 20. As per reasons of record, prior art 
references, taken alone or in combination, do not fairly 
motivate one skilled in the art to employ a water-soluble 
CTA oligomer having surface-active graft copolymers with a 
hydrophilic graft and a hydrophobic main chain in a free 
radical emulsion polymerization process of producing latex 
polymer as claimed. Accordingly, the instant method as 
defined by claims 20-23, 28, and 34 is unobvious and 
allowable over closest prior art of record.
